The  home  of  poppy  cultivation  and  opium  prodne-non  is  that _ 

according  to  Kahn's  well-known  clear  sta.  tenants,  so  many  of  our  valuable 
cultivated  plants  have  cone.  Poppy  raising  and  opiun  production  migrat¬ 
ed  first  of  all,  indeed  quite  late,  westward  from  Asia  Kinor  to  the  Sal¬ 
im  peninsula,  then  eastward,  together  with  Islam,  over  all  Asia,  first 
to  Persia  and  from  there,  in  two  streams,  over  Afghanistan  and  Turlistan 
to  "forth  and  Central  China  and  over  India  and  Southeast  Asia  to  South 
Chita. 

After  Bngland  had  secured  itself,  in  the  so-called  opium  wars,  the 
right  -co  import  opiun  in  China,  its  export  from  India  to  China  rose  sharp-

tuaHy  carried  out,  but  the  history  of  its  accomplish:.. or. t  is  gust  as 
much  a  history  of  human  tragedy  us  the  history  ox'  opium  consumption  it¬ 
self,  The  poppy  growers  x?ers  in  no  way  helped  by  the  readjustment.  In 
their  desperation,  in  many  places  they  let  natters  come  to  armed  resist¬ 
ance*  Government  officials  were  nurderoa,  hundreds  of  farmers  ware  shot, 
while  villages  were  burned  down.  Communities  and  individuals  were  in¬ 
terested  pecuniarily  in  the  execution  of  the  laws.  Thus  an  informer  sys¬ 
tem  flourished  xrith  its  demoralising  effects.  Individual  provinces,  lass 
favored  by  nature,  for  example,  Shensi,  where  opium  had  circulated  in¬ 
stead  of  sears©  money  as  a  modlua  of  exchange,  could  not  recover  at  all. 
Si  spit©  of  all  this,  in  1917,  an  English  Commission  that  was  touring 
the  country  tins  able  to  determine  that  poppy  growing  and  opium  produc¬ 
ts  on  had  practically  caused  to  exist,  and  accordingly  China  was  justi¬ 
fied  in  prohibiting  the  import  of  opium,  and  it  did  so. 

Then  cam©  th®  dotctfall  of  the  central  government,  and  since  then 
poppy  growing  and.  opium  production,  also  consumption,  naturally,  have 
been  iiaurisMmi  again  in  China,  The  military  lords  in  the  provinces 
needed  smsy  for  themselves,  for  their  troops  and  for  buying  weapons,  and 
th mm  is  m  mm  appropriate  object  of  taxation  than  opium.  Although  the 
laws  @1  th@'  CMn®*©  ftapuollc  punish  severely  any  handling  of  opium,  the 
farmers,  in  «©  far  as  they -did  not  eagerly  tale  up  poppy  growing  again  of 
their  own  accord,  wore  direotly  compelled  to  do  so.  The  fines  provided 
by  law  w©r@  acteally  turned  into  licenses.  In  some  provinces  monopolies 
were  ssinhiidied  feat  sold  with  300$  to  b00;5  profit  5  in  ©tier  provinces 
only  ir*dir®ot  taxes  were  laid  on  opium,  and  duty  is  always  paid  vixen  it 
passes  from  the  sphere  of  influence  of  one  general  to  the  sphere  of  an¬ 
other  om*  Trcaxsportatlosi  was  usually  sade  under  military  escort,  and 
naval  and  artsy  officers  at  present  are  the  greatest  opium  dealers  in 
Qaina.  'To  be  sure,  poppy  growing  and  opium  production  never  rose  to  the 
level  of  1$06.  How  extensive  opium  snuggling  poured  out  of  China  inte^ 
the  neighboring  Asiatic  countries;  on  the  other  hand,  th©  European  col¬ 
onies  and  settlements  in  China  ars  consumption  and  smuggling  canters  from 
which  Tp dian  opium  is  introduced  into  China.  The  role  of  the  Portuguese 
colony  of  Macao  is  ©specially  sad  in  this  respect.  Furthermore,  Ghana  is 
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tho  target  of  an  extensive  snuggling  trade  from  the  other  Asiatic  spheres 
of  production.  Ih  these  tines  when  it  was  still  Is  gal  for  Chins  to  ouy 
Persian  opium,  it  moved  over  Meshed  and  Herat,  through  Afghanistan  and 
Buchara  to  Cohan  and  further  to  Kashgar,  Opium  from  Asia  Minor  accompan¬ 
ied  the  Persian  opium ,  which  at  present  follows  the  same  route,  but  in 
illegal  trade.  Along  the  way  Afghan  opium  is  added  to  it,  for  at  present 
Afghanistan  is  also  a  production  area,  as  is  Russian  Turklstan  also.  There 
has  always  existed  there  a  limited,  although  prohibited,  production  of 
opium*  Th  the  war,  the  Russian  government  encouraged  poppy  growing  which 
qteckly  expanded  and  overlapped  into  Chinese  Toxkistaa*  To  be  sure  still 
no  poppies  are  grown  in  Chinese  terkisiaa*  However,  annually  thousands 
of  Chinese,  Moslem  Chinese  and  Turkomans  cro as  the  borders  in  order  to 
grow  poppies  in  the  vicinity  of  Ddharkant.  On  their  return  horn®,  they 
bring  the  drug  into  Chinese  Toxkiefcan.  A  report  made  by  tea  British  Con¬ 
sul  General  in  Kashgar  describes  extraordinarily  graphically  how,  os  the 
one  hand,  the  Persian  and  Afghan  product  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Turkoman  opium  are  smuggled  into  China.  Since  the  border  between  Russian 
and  Chinese  furkistan  is  only  tended  here  and  there  by  Caine  so  troops, 
the  merchandise  is  transported  over  unfrequented  passes  through  Russian 
Pamir*  Kirghiz  serve  as  guides  and  provide  the  means  of  tran sportetton, 

2h  Yarkand  and  Xangl-Bissar,  two  opium  trading  centers  in  Chinese  terki- 
stan,  where  the  merchandise  caravans  end,  the  opiums  is  sold  already  quite 
openly.  Principal  trading  places  are  Urumchi  and  Kashgar*  Since  Chinese 
officials  are  interested  in  this  trade,  nothing,  is  done,  naturally,  to 
suppress  it.  The  merchandise  that  is  produced  in  Russian  terklstan  us¬ 
ually  goes  in  caravans  from  Prahavalak  to  Uch-Turf an .  This  trade  is  in 
the  hands  of  Kirghiz  and  Moslem  Chinese,  who  exchange  the  opium  in  Ueh- 
Turfaa  for  cotton  material,  footwear,  wool  and  English  yam  and  muslin. 

Finally,  China  is  also  favored  with  opium  from  the  north.  After 
the  war,  Vladivostok  has  become  a  center  of  opium  consumption  and  trad¬ 
ing,  ia  the  vicinity  of  which  poppy  growing  and  opium  extraction  is  en¬ 
gaged  in.  Vladivostok  obtains  opium  from  Persia  and  Asia  Minor  princi¬ 
pally  by  water  from  the  Persian  port  of  Bushins;  in  part  also  by  land 

— over-Slberla* _ Outbound  from  Vladivostok,  the  narco  tie  is  smuggled  to 

China  along  the  South  Manchurian  railway.  Business  was  going  along  so  ~ 
splendidly  teat  there  was  thought  about  setting  up  an  opium  monopoly,  and 
tea  people  to  whom  it  was  transmitted,  Koreans,  had,  it  may  be  said,  the 
impudence  to  make  a  request  of  India  to  supply  90,000  kg.  of  opium,  which 
was,  naturally,  refused. 

In  Incite,  the  Moguls  already  had  an  opium  monopoly  which  tee  Bast 
India  Company  took  over  after  its  victory  and  which  passed  over  to  the 
3ritish-3hdten  government  after  its  dissolution.  However,  this  monopoly 
included  only  the  provinces  of  Bengal,  Agar  and  Oudh.  The  cultivation 
of  popples  in  these  provinces  takes  place  only  under  license.  All  opium 
must  be  turned  over  to  the  government  at  fixed  prices,  Si®  government 
does  not  allow  the  opium  growers  a  greater  profit  than  they  might  have 
had  by  cultivating  other  field-produce,  but  it  encourages  its  cultivation 
by  granting  advances*  tee  collected  juice  gees  to  tee  government  factory 
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in  Ohasipur  and  is  processed,  there.  The  expert  opium  is  mostly  sold 
directly  to  other  Asiacic  government  opium  monopoly  administrations;  the 
rest  is  sold  by  auction  in  Calcutta,  3h  addition  to  the  monopoly  opium 
that  is  also  called  Bengal  opium,  there  is  the  so-called  mallow  opium 
that  cones  from  cort&iri  native  states  and  from  the  states  wider  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Rajrutana  Agency.  3h  these  regions,  poppy  growing  and  opium 
extraction  Is  free*  Poppy  raising  lands  have  been  decreasing  sines  1906 
in  tii©  monopoly  area,  due  to  the  Chinas©  opium  prohibition,  this  decline 
was  interested  only  during  the  war,  when  England  was  shut  off  from  the 
Pared, in,  Turkish  and  Balkan  aasksts.  In  the  same  way  the  export  of  opium 


children  with  opium  before  they  go  to  work  is  spreading.  This  so-called 
"doping"  of  to©  children  is  practised  by  9S»  of  these  mothers  and  is 
doubtless  the  cause  of  the  absolutely  appalling  children*  s  inortaliiy  in 
the  Xr.dirn  industrial  districts.  While  the  average  consumption  in  India 
amounts  to  2k  Biglish  pounds  per  10,000  inhabitants  annually,  industrial 
centers  like  Calcutta  and  Rangoon  consume  2S9  and  216  pounds,  respective¬ 
ly. 

It  would  be  false  to  assume  that  tha  consumption  of  opium  as  a 
narcotic  has  remained  confined  to  Asia*  VJs  disregard  the  faet  that  in 
almost  all  port  cities  that  have  traffic  with  East  Asia  thara  are  places 
in  which  a  Chines©  seaman  finds  his  narcotic  (in  Ehgland  toes©  places 
have  been  legal  ©van  up  to  a  short  tine  ago),  and  m  disregard  Sis  fact 
that  many  Europeans  have  bees®®  addicted  in  last  Aim.  and,  on  their  retu so, 
to  Europe, --can  no -longer  give  up  tha  narcotic,  -"However,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  3.9th  century  England  experienced  an  epidemic  of  opiophagy  which 
at  that  tiirm  ms  as  wide-spread  in  to©  hipest  society  circles  as  assong 
the  young  factory  x-ro  risers.  And  if  Liverpool  still  demanded,  in  the  year 
1913,  energetic  laws  against  opium,  it  may  be  wall  assumed  from  that, 
that  addiction  in  Sigland  is  still  not  yet  completely  extinguished.  Ih 
tii®  United  States,  which  is  ©specially  susceptible  to  addictions,  opium 
smoking  has  eve®  appeared  epidemically  among  to©  white  inhabitants.  Ghan- 
du  was  brought  in  officially  until  1909,  mid,  in  fact,  this  importation 
increased  seven  tosses  fro®  IS60  to  1900,  to©  total  population  increased 
two  and  one  half  times,  toe  Chinese  population  merely  doubled*  Before 
the  prohibition  of  importing  ehandu,  to©  nusfcss*  of  cokers  is  estimated 
at  100,000  to  150,000.  Haw  Orleans,  Mew  Ibrk,  San  Francisco  and  Albany 
were  consumption  centers,  2®  addition  to  toe  legal  importation,  there 
was  smuggling  import,  that  at  present  is  not  yet  extinct,  from  Canada 
where  there  is  a  dhandu  factory  in  Chinees  hands. 

Whereas  qp  to  now  we  have  considered  toe  production  of  opium  that 
is  used  directly  as  a  narcotic,  we  case  sow  to  those  countries  that  pro¬ 
duce  opium  solely,  or  for  toe  most  part,  as  the  raw  material  for  manufac¬ 
turing  morphine.  European,  Asia  Minor  and  Persian  opium  comes  above  all 
into  question  as  raw  material  for  too  manufacture  of  morphine,  since 
— these  Varieties  have  a  far  higher  morphine  content  than  the  other  Asiatic 
types.  Poppy  growing  and  opium  extraction  have  spread  considerably  on 
toe  Balkan  Fmtosula,  ©specially  in  Macedonia,  only  in  too  second  half 
of  toe  19to  century.  Before  toe  war,  Greece  was  toe  leader  among  toe 
Balkan  states,  but  it  has  lost  this  position.  She  export  of  Greek  opium 
takes  place  through  Salonika  and  Kavalla*  Tao  Bulgarian  production  ms 
always  relatively  to  significant  and  went  from  times  immemorial  to  Con¬ 
stantinople,  whsrs  it  comes  on  to®  market  together  with  to©  Turkish,  pro¬ 
duction  and  as  a  Turkish  oesssodity. 

The  focal  point  of  poppy  growing  and  opium  production  cm  toe  Bal¬ 
kan  Peninsula  lies  today  to  Yugoslavia, 

The  most  important  opium  extraction  region  for  further  processing 
into  morphine  is  toe  ancient  homeland  of  opium  extraction,  Asia  Minor, 
toe  regions  of  Konya  and  Afiun-Karahissar  (*Qpixaii-BlackburgH )  ar@  extrac¬ 
tion  centers.  Before  toe  war,  toe  main  outbound  port  for  opium  was 


the  war,  the  law©  were  not  executed*  The  measures  easomtered.ihe  strong¬ 
est  resistance  of  the  population*  and  they  succeeded  in  compelling  tits

If  they  ■want  to  restrict  poppy  growing 
and  opium  attraction  in  Persia,  they  Bust  first  of  all  improve  the  swans 
of  transportation,  so  that  definitely  more  profitable  products  ear.  cose 
to  the  market.  It  is  necessary  to  expand  the  Irrigation  astern,  because 
any  other  product  needs  mom  and  regulated  water  than  fee  poppy,  Tne 
farmers  should  be  retrained  and  supplied  with  agricultural  equipment! 
new  occupation  possibilities  should  be  created  for  labor  and  'capital  em¬ 
ployed  at  present  in  ©plus  production,  i  i,  finally,  ths  Persian  govern- 
wont  should  get  time  to  change  thalr  tax.  .den  system  which  is  based  at 
present,  for  fee  most  part,  on  opium,  AH  feat,  naturally,  requires 
considerable  resources. 


These  matters  hav®  horn  described  in  m  much  detail,  in  ordsr  to 
show  what  difficulties  there  would  be  if  there  were  an  ©aniaat  desire  to 
set  about  reducing  the  production  of  opium  in  Europe ,  Asia  Minor  and 
Persia,  which  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  medical  and  scientific  re¬ 
quirement. 

Whan  England  was  shut  off  from  these  markets  during  the  war,  it 
imported,  as  w®  already  mentioned,  Indian  opium  far  mrp hina  production, 
This  commodity,  however,  is  not  processed  systematically,  but  the;  feglife 
alkaloid  factories  have  become  accustomed  to  it  sad  import  the  consadity 
partly  3a.  fee  fora  of  raw  aiorpMn®  feat  is  produced  in  Ghasipur  by  fee 
Indian  opium  monopoly  adaini siration  doubtless  more  for  imperialistic 
and  politico-economical  reasons,  . 

fee  alkaloid  factories  are  now  producing  morphine  from  fe#  above- 
described  raw  material.  Before  the  war,  Germany  and  fegland  controlled 
the  world  market  and  they  had  indeed  so  divided  it  up  that  England  sup¬ 
plied  fee  Far  East  snd  Germany  the  rest  of  fee  world.  Also  after  feo 
war,  England  and  Germany  are  leaders  in  fee  production,  lfeo  United  States 
and  Japan  have  typically  cose  up  to  the®.  Switzerland,  Franc®,  Holland 
and  Hungary  also  produce  morphine,  and,  India  among  the  Asiatic  countries. 
as  we  already  mentioned.  Just  like  Ihdlo,  Japan  had  established  its  pro¬ 
duction  of  Eiorphtoo  in  fee  mcfeer-country,  in  Formosa  end  in  Korea,  on 
the  basis  of  domestic  raw  opiusa,  China  and  Persia  have  not  been  able  to 
put  similar  plans  in  effect,  Qu  fee  whole,  fee  production  of  morphine 
has  been  declining  in  recent  years. 

As  is  well-known,  morphine  is  fee  basis  product  for  fee  most  dan¬ 
gerous  of  all  narcotics,  aiacetyiB&rphi&e,  which  was  discovered  in  1$$B 
hi  fee  dy»s  factories,  formerly  Friedrich  Bayer  &  Go.,  feat  belong  today 
to  the  I.  G.  Farban Industrie,  and  for  which  fee  nano  "heroin*1  ms  creat¬ 
ed  at  feat  time.  While  before  fee  war  Germany  doubtless  had,  naturally# 
a  production  monopoly,  after  fee  war  it  has  also  been  produced  in  England, 
Francs,  &d.ta©rland,  fee  felted  States  feere,  sseanfeile,  its  production 
has  been  prohibited,  and  Jap®.  Its  production  in  Japan  was  quit®  stu¬ 
pendous  snd  indeed  fee  greater  part  of  itrh&s  been  smuggled  to  China  and 
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tho  'V.itvcl  S'cr.t'-.':,  -~l;cc  1?15,  it  has  driven  back  coca in ism  in  the  Unit¬
